Another reason advanced for so many 
escapes is the use of temporary camps 
that are not constructed to hold men 
whose only thought is that of gaining 
liberty. 

Trusties Not Among Escapes. 

It is pointed out that It is not the 
trusties who escape, but men who are 
thought to be under careful and safe 
guard. The trusties, it is said, rarely 
ever get away. 

The number af convicts recaptured 
during the past eight months, accord- 
ing to the books of the prison board, 
is sixty-three, but not all of these are 
among the 120 who escaped within the 
eight months. 

Under the old law for the working of 
convicts the lessees could be heavily 
fined when a convict escaped. It is 
suggested that a law might be passed 
by the legislature under which a war- 
den could be fined if a convict es- 
caped through negligence, Such a law 
might, however, says a prison commis- 
sioner, make it difficult for the county 
authorities to procure wardens. 

“All we can do at present,” says 
Judge Patterson, “is to get after the 
wardens and try to make them be more 
eareful. Under the old law a county 
that allowed a convict to escape could 
not get one in his place, but under the 
present law a convict can be had to 
| take the place of an escape without 
any troubie.

Anti Free Sugar Program. 

The other development of the day 
was the agreement of Louisiana mem- 
bers on an anti-free sugar program in. 
the caucus, with Representative Brous- 
gard on guard to offer a series of 
amendments to the sugar schedule to 
represent the sentiment of the Louisi- 
ana cane interests and the beet sugar 
sections. . 

The sugar schedule will be takeg up 
tomorrow with an all-day fight in 
prospect. Representative Hardwick, 
of Georgia, and others are insistent 
upon immediate free sugar. The 
Broussard amendments would make 
the hundred-weight rate on 96 degree 
sugar from Cuba $1.14 on passage of 
the bill, $1.056 on June 30, 1916, and 
97.2-10 cents on June 30, 1913, instead 
of $1.348 as under the present law, 
and $1.0048 in the committee bill. This 
would mean, by comparison with the 
tariff law, a reduction of 
roundly 20 cents at the outset, 29 
cents in 1916 and 37 cents in 1919. On 
100 degree sugar from sources other 
than Cuba, the Broussard amendment 
would make a net reduction from the 
present rates of 371-2 cents per hun- 
dred pounds on passage of the bill, 50 
cents in 1916, and 62 cents in 1919.

FILIBUSTER IS BROKEN 


Nashville, Tenn., April 11.—For a 
few moments, just before the passage 
of the general appropriation bill today, 
there was an actual quorum present ‘n 
the house of representatives, due to 
the sudden return of ten fusion mem- 
bers who had left the state for the 
purpose of breaking a legislative quo- 
rum. Before the roll call on the Dill, 
however, the quorum was broken by 
the absence from the hall of five 
“regular” democrats. At the afternoon 
session these members, rising to points 
of persondl privilege, stated that they 
were not absent for the purpose of 
breaking a quorum, and were not fill- 
bustering. The action of the morning 
in passing the appropriation bill was 
reconsidered at the afternoon session 
and the measure was again passed. 

This puts the appropriation bill on 
the same footing as the election bill, 
which was recently passed over the 
governor’s vote, and the consideration 
of which directly precipitated the he- 
gira of 34 members of the house.

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Gossip Caught in Corridors 
Of the National Capitol

Thomas R. Marshall, vice president of 
the United States, has been called by those 
who know him best the personification of 


pure democracy. He is plain, simple, direct 
and easily approached. 
The next thing that 
strikes one on a first 
acquaintance, is his 
transparent honesty. 
He ovelleves that the 
democratic party is the 
party of the people, and 


believes it sincerely. He 
would keep it so. He 
talks about the party 
both vigorously and 
with poetic fancy. 

“Democracy,” he says, 
‘Is not a political prin- 
ciple, but an attitude 
of mind. It does not 
depend upon caste, or 
creed, or condition, up- 
on race or color, 
Success or failure. But 
it does depend upon the 
life of the individual citizen. It is both an 
inspiration and an aspiration.” 

Mr. Marshall received me in his suite of 
rooms at the Shoreham hotel,. where he will 
live during the sessions of congress. The 
country lawyer of a few years ago had 
changed his mode of living. but not his be- 
liefs or his character of sincerity. He was 
in evening dress and vases of flowers sat 
about the room, and several boxes of good 
cigars were handy. Governor Marshall en- 
joys a good cigar. 

Although he made it plain that he was 
not speaking as a representative of the new 
administration, Mr. Marshall readily agreed 
that if Mr. Wilson wanted him to sit around 
the cabinet table, he would be: pleased to 
contribute whatever wisdom or counsel he 
had for the benefit of the party. 

Tariff Most Important Issue. 

The tariff he considers the trnost 
tant issue with which the democratic 
gress must grapple. 

“The high protective tariff is at 
tom of most of the evils of the country,” 
he declared. “I made some people in Maine 
very angry during the campaign when I! 
asked what would be thought of a baker who 
went to the city council and asked for aid. 
Yet when a big manufacturer goes to con- 
gress and asks for protection for his bust- 
ness and the guarantee of a ‘reasonable 
profit,’ ‘that is thought to be all right. It 
was published all over the country that I 
had called the big manufacturers beggars, 
but to me the principle was the same in 
both cases. 

“When men who are in a 
give example to a great number 
do these things, the effect is widespread. 
The little merchant and the little trader 
have a reason to think it fair to underweigh 
and to palm off spurious goods to gain sma! 
profits, since the big manufacturers are get- 
ting special favors at the expense of all 
the people.” 

Asked if he did not think 
erty were part of the people 
titled to be considered by the 
he said that he was not against 
business. 

Opposed to Vested Wrongs. 

“The size of a man’s pile does not seem 
to me as important as how he got it.” said 
Mr. Marshall. “I would protect vested rights, 
but I am opposed to vested wrongs.

Chicago saying that if any man 
Start a panic he ought two be hung on a 
gibbet as high as Haman’s, he was much 
criticised. I think he was right. In 
forcing laws we do not want to proceed 
against any class of individuals, but we 
should name the man. 

“IT may not be entirely orthodox in saving 
this, but I realize that sudden and sweeping 
changes cannot be made without creating 
a great deal of disturbance and unrest. Per- 
sonally, I am aé_e6strict’.§ tariff-for-revenue 
democrat. But a system that has been in 
vogue as long as has the protective tariff 
system cannot be wiped out with Hhlow. 

“But when a corporation can sell its 
goods abroad cheaper than at’ home, it is 
time.to cut. down its protection. The answer 
usually made to this is that only the sur- 
plus is being sold abroad, prices being cut 
to get trade so that mills can be run full 
time.

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WAS JOAN BURNED AT 
THE STAKE?

There is no character rn history about 
whose life there is more mystery than that 
of Joan of Are. It would appear that this 
is equally true of her death. The origin 
and much of the private history of this 
personage are involved in mystery and have 
furnished abundant subjects of discussion 
for historians. There is even some doubt 
as to her real name, but the French anti- 
quarians seem now to be agreed that it was 
Dare, and not D’Arc, and that it had no re- 
whatever to the village of Arc, from

In France during her lifetime she was 
usually spoken of as La Pucelle, or The 
Maid: or at most, she was called Jeanne la 
Pucelle—Jeanne, the Maid. 

Rut it is not of the mysteries of her life 
that are to be especially noted here but 
of her death. History tells us that she 
was captured by the English, having been 
betrayed to them, and that they burned her

Is this story true? Many ancient records 
throw a different light on the subject. It

is said that more than eight years after 
her execution, or supposed execution, there 
appeared in Orleans a woman who claimed 
to be Joan of Are. She was able to pre- 
sent much evidence to substantiate this 
claim. 

According to an old chronicle of the city 
of Metz, Jehan and Pierre de Lys. Joan’s 
own brothers, met the “Claimant” and ree- 
ognized her as their supposedly dead sister. 
In this same city she was also recognized 
by thousands as the missing Joan of Are. 
An annual memorial service for the repose 
of her soul had been held in that city for 
a number of years, but when she came back 
to them as if arisen from the dead this serv 
ice was ordered discontinued. 

The archives of Orleans for July, 1489, 
show items in the official treasury accounts 
to the effect that 210 livres had been pre- 
sented to Joan during that month. The city 
of her great accomplishments, it would 
therefore appear, feasted and honored her 
eight years after her death. If the new Joar 
was an impostor it would seem strange that 
she was able to have decefved the vast 
throngs who Knew her as well as her own 
brothers. 

The laimant” in 1436 married Robert 
des Armoises, a country gentleman. A letter 
to the duke of Orleans written by Joan's 
elder brother is extant, in which he speaks 
as though his sister were still living. Court 
records of 1476 bear out the testimony of 
a parish priest to the effect that in 1452 he 
met a woman calling herself Joan of Are 
and who at that time was the honored guest 
of Joan's family. 

A French antiquarian by the name of 
Gaston Save made a profound study of the 
case, ransacking all possible documents, and 
came to the conclusion that not Joan, but 
another woman substituted in her place, was 
burned at Orleans in 1431. The soldiery 
kept the populace at great a distance 
for the deception to be noted. It is known 
that the English had no desire to burn Joan, 
and that the furious bigotry of the power- 
ful bishop of Beauvais was responsible for 
her alleged death. 

Here is the great mystery! Was Joan 
spirited away and another woman substi- 
tuted in her place? Historians have often 
wondered why the French king and the 
French people, who owed so very much to 
her, apparently made no effort to rescue the 
girl. 

Probably the deception practiced on the 
English explains the neglect. An old manu- 
script on the topic, which is now preserved 
in the British museum, contains the sen- 
tence: “They burned her, or another wom- 
an, like her.” On this point many persons 
are and have been of different opinions.

effect if its contents become 
known, coming as it does in an age of un- 
rest. when the air is charged with cries 
for the recall of judges and judicial deci- 
sions, and when there is a growing tendency 
towards lawlessness and @isregard of just 
authority. 

We have lately heard much of a supposed 
disposition of courts, both state and nation- 
al, to thwart all legislation which has for 
its object the promotion of social justice, 
that legislation designed to protect the 
public morals, the public health, the public 
safety, and, in general, the welfare and 
convenience of the great masses of our peo- 
ple. Such for example are laws limiting the 
hours of labor, as well as other labor legis- 
lation: laws regulating the sale of food, 
anti-trust legislation, and employers’ liabili- 
Such would be the much agitated 
minimum wage laws. 

It is therefore important that the people 
should know the attitude of our courts and 
respect to legislation of that 
kind. for as Mr. Warren says, “There is 
rrave danger that through constant itera- 
tion the truth ef this charge (that the ten- 
dency of the national supreme court is to 
invalidate by its 
progressive legislation of the day) will be 
assumed, and that the discussion will be 
confined to the form of the remedy needed.” 
In showing how little foundation there is 
for such an accusation, Mr. Warren has per- 
an real service for the country. 
the author points out, during the 
years 1887 to 1911, inclusive, the supreme 
court rendered over 560 decisions involving 
the validity of state legislation and other 
state action as tested by the “due process” 
and “equal protection” clauses of the four- 
teenth amendment, under which clauses 
“practically all state legislation of this kind 
cin sooner or later be brought before that 
court.” The statutes passed upon included 
all manner of labor, gambling, HMquor and 
cattle laws: they provided for the regula- 
tion of banks and railroad rates; of individ- 
ual contracts; of the sale of food, and in fact 
there may be found among them examples 
of almost all of the progressive legislation 
of the last 25 years. As a result of his 
investigation of these decisions Mr. Warren 
points out the following facts: 

1. That of over 560 state statutes the 
supreme court between 1887 and 1911 has 
held unconstitutional only three which dealt 
general social or economic conditions.

® That the supreme court has repeated- 
lv decided that the promotion of the public 
convenience and welfare is within the scope 
of the police power of the states. 

%. That the supreme court does not de- 
clare a state law unconstitutional merely 
because it considers the statute to be an un-

In view of the above facts Mr. Warren 
reaches the conclusion that there is no ne- 
cessity for the recall of judicial decisions, 
for. assuming that there are state courts in- 
clined to be reactionary in their attitude 
towards progressive legislation, it would 
be possible to have the national supreme 
court finally pass upon all state statutes 
involving great social or economic questions 
by merely amending the Federal Judiciary 
act, so as to provide for appeals from the 
decisions of the state supreme courts which 
the constitutionality of such statutes, 
view of the progressiveness of 
the national supreme court such questions 
mav safely be left to it. 

Regardless of whether or not we agrge 
with the conclusion of Mr. Warren as to 
the recall, it does not seem to me that the 
value of his analysis of the supreme court's 
decisions may be doubted. The decrees of 
American courts have no sanction other 
than that which they receive from the in- 
rate love of Americans for justice and for 
tu. w and order, and their judgments will be

INSURANCE IS GOOD 
IN THE NEW SERVICE) 


Postmaster General Burleson has 


promulgated an order to all postoffices 
where parcel post packages are han- 
dled that insurance on 


by the postoffice from which the pack- 
age starts. 

Since the parcel post delivery be- 
gan, insurance companies, some Wholly 
new, others seeing a new field of in- 
dustry, have come to the front to in- 
Sure values of bundles in transit. 

The fact that the government had 
announced an insurance on packages 
mailed did not prevent insurance com- 
panies from offering a guaranteee for 
the safe transit of packages through 
the mail. 

But Postmaster General Burleson's 
last order will cut out entirely and 
completely all insurance other than the 
insurance the postofice department of- 
fered when the parcel post law became 
effective. The new postmaster gen- 
eral’s order touching the insurance 
feature reached Postmaster McKee 
Friday. That order reads: 

“No article of any class 
word ‘insured’ on the outside of the 
velope or wrapper or on a tag or 
velope attached thereto shall be 
cepted for matling unless insured 
the parcel post mail.”
